A Dangerous “Front” 
Warning by Stephen Early, secretary to 
President Roosevelt, that Hitler is planning a 
cencentrated drive for peace—on his terms— 
this winter should prepare the people of 
America, of Britain and of the other remaining 
free nations to face another, and in many 
respects most dangerous front in the struggle 
between totalitarianism and freedom. 

Gladstone Williams in his “Washington 
Parade” column this morning lists corroborative 
evidence on this forecast. He has correctly 
sensed, what all careful observers will indorse, 
the interpretation to be put on recent strategy 
of the Nazi government in both the arena of 
war and that of diplomacy. 

Of course if the nations fighting the Nazis 
_ Should listen to the Hitler proposals and play 
his game by discussions of peace at this time, 
they would lose not only the war but all for 
which they stand. They would be playing into 
Hitler's hands in the most supine way. From 
the American viewpoint they would be doing 
something even worse, they would be guaran- 
teeing, as surely as possible, that future attack 
against this country in both the economic and 
the war fields, for which we have been strug- 
gling to prepare. 

Hitler's promises, any treaties he may make 
are utterly worthless. His long record of lies, 
of duplicity, of false dealing is ample evidence 
in support of this assertion. Never in his career 
has he hesitated to violate his own word when 
he thought it to his advantage to do so. 

Any peace made now would simply deliver 
continental Europe into Hitler’s hands. There 
would be, of course, puppet states with puppet 
heads, but all would be completely subjected 
to Nazi control and domination. They would 
have to obey all orders from Berlin, no matter 
how severe and how suppressive those orders 
might be. 

Hitler might, at this time, accept terms that 
would leave Britain and the British Common- 
of Nations outside of his immediate 
control. But the plan for the future is plain 
for any normally intelligent person to read. 

Such a cessation of hostilities would be 
merely temporary. It might last for five or 
ten years. In that time Hitler would use all the 
resources, all the industrial capacity, all the 
manpower of Europe rebuild his crippled 
armies. He would create an air force compared 
to which that with which he Started this war 
would be as nothing. He would create a navy 
of tremendous power, with all the shipyards 
of Europe at his disposal. 

Then, when he considered his power at its 

‘ak the time most suitable, he would 
scornfully toss out all agreements and treaties 
he had previously made and launch that grand 
assault against the British Commonwealth and 
inst America that could only result in a 
stupendous war of the continents with the 
outcome, at best, doubtfu.. 

We should then be in the midst of a far 
more terrible and costly war than this one, 
with the United States in the front battlelines, 
on land, at sea and in the air.

It is not to be supposed this type of think- 
ing is predominant in government circles. It 
could not be. But there is sufficient danger, 
when any considerable group in officialdom 
starts such theorizing and approving it, the 
American people should be fully warned as to 
the trend. 

For the system these extremists advocate is 
simple Fascism, a corporate state, a govern- 
ment dominated by industrial achievement, ef- 
ficiency through monopoly and strict govern- 
ment control in the guise of regulation. 

That is Fascism and, most emphatically, not 
Americanism.

Chief of Police Hornsby is, of course, entirely 
correct in his order “drying up” all bars and 
cocktail lounges in Atlanta hotels, clubs, restau- 
rants and drive-ins. The law of Georgia forbids 
the sale of liquors in such places and proper 
enforcement of law knows no privileged indi- 
viduals or establishments. 

The Georgia law prohibits the sale of mixed 
drinks except those with a wine base and an 
alcoholic content not 21 per cent. 
Presumably the bars and lounges will confine 
themselves, in future, to drinks complying with 
these restrictions. It is understood, also, the 
bar may furnish a patron with all ingredients 
for any drink, except the liquor, which he must 
himself purchase in a licensed liquor store. 

The law is, undoubtedly, a peculiar thing. 
Its purpose, it seems, is to make so involved 
the process of imbibing a favorite cocktail or 
highball that a certain proportion of would-be 
customers will become discouraged. 

However, it is not the province of law 
enforcement officers to criticize the law. Their 
sole duty is to enforce it, so long as it remains 
on the statute books. Thus Chief Hornsby 
cannot fully do his duty while violations of 
any law are condoned in any establishment.

As a routine way of boosting 
your family’s vitamin B intake, 
buy whole grain or enriched flours 
and cereals and bakery products. 

Examine the labels carefully to 
make sure that you are getting the 
whole grain.

enriched white bread. All flour 
and yeast should be the enriched 
kind, which costs the same as any 
othei but is far superior nutri- 
tionally.
